A week later another letter arrived-at the 
office for Mr. Kent, It read: ‘* This is just 
a reminder. [I bet you are dreading the 
dark nights.”’ 

Mr. Hall added that on August 10th 
Caveney walked into the Liverpool Central 
Detective Office and handed to Detective 
Harold Morris an envelope containing a note, 
which read: “I have been sending threaten- 
ing letters to Mr. Kent, of the Borstal 
Association, and want. to be taken into 
custody.”’ Later he said to the detective: 
“I will knife him.” 

Caveney was remanded in custody for a 
week for medical observation.

RESTORATION IN 
GREAT BRITAIN 
WILL. COST COMPANIES 


—€——— 


AILWAYMEN in Great Britain 
are to have the remaining one- 
and-a-quarter per cent. wage ‘‘ cut ”’ 
restored from Monday and have been 
awarded other concessions which will 
cost the companies £2,900,000 an- 
nually, it was announced in the find- 
ings of the Railway Staff National 
Tribunal issued last night. 

The decisions affect 410,000 men 
directly and 164,000 indirectly. 

The railwaymen have been successful in 
obtaining — 

The restoration of the remaining per- 
centage of the wage«eut imposed in 1931. 

The restoration of standard rates for 
overtime, for night overtime and for Sun- 
day duty—including Good Friday and 
Christmas Day in England and Wales, and 
January 1 and 2 in Scotland. 

A minimum of 40s. a week base rates, 
plus ls. for any worker. 

An increase of 1s, to those receiving less 
than 45s., and of 6d. for those whose base 
rate is 45s. 

A day off, with pay, for any Whit Mon- 
day or August Bank Holiday worked. 


REJECTED CLAIMS 


Claims which the Tribunal found against 
were :— 

A minimum of 50s. a week. 

Two weeks’ holiday, with pay, for loco- 
motive engineers and firemen. 

A day off for any public holiday for rail- 
way clerks. 

A thirty-six hours 

clerks. 
All other claims were also rejected, 
although clerks working at night are to 
be relieved one turn in fifteen or to be 
given a day’s pay. 

Ths decisions are subject to ratification 
by the raliway companies and the National 
Union of Railwaymen, the Associated 
Society of Locomotive Engineers and Fire- 
men and the Railway Clerks’ Association, 
the three unions concerned, 


COST OF CONCESSIONS 


Had all the cemands been met, it is 
estimated by the companies that they 
would have involved a total annual cost of 
£9,699, 000. . 

Without accepting this figure as an 
exact estimate, the Tribunal states :—‘‘ It 
is obvious that the larger claims presented 
Lo us would, in their direct and indirect 
consequences, involve such a cost as to be 
completely outside the range of possibility. 
“ To place them in their proper perspec- 
tive, it is only necessary to remark that 
all the earnings of the railways would not 
suffice to meet the cost of the claims, in- 
volving an expense of over £40,000,000, 
even if all classes of investors, including 
debenture holders, were deprived of the 
whole of their interest and dividends.”’ 


TRAFFIC RECEIPTS 


After reviewing the traffic receipts 
figures the Tribunal states that their 
significance is that they all point from 
different angles in the same direction and 
indicate the general order of magnitude of 
the prospective increase in receipts. 

The traffic receipts for 1936 showed an 
increase on 1935 of 5.6,000,000 pounds, 
while those for the first six months of 
1937 showed an increase of three and a 
half million pounds on the corresponding 
period of last vear. . Allowing for possible 
loss of traffic resulting from the higher 
charges authorised by the Rates Tribunal. 
the companies estimate a further annual 
yield of over five million pounds. 

“ Tt is in relation to this financial situa 
tion and prospect that we have to consider 
the claims now presented.” states the 
Tribunal 


BASE RATE INCREASE 


The Tribunal points out that in July, 
1935, the net revenue for the last complete 
year was still 4.8,000,000 pounds less than 
that for the year before 1931. They 
declare consequently that the demand for 
a fifty shillings per week minimum would 
entail a prohibitive cost. 

The Tribunal, however, considers that a 
little more than the sliding scale is re- 
quired, and accordingly has decided upon 
an increase in the base rate, where it is 
less than forty-five shillings per week, 
This means that the lowest wages of men 
in the conciliation grades will be forty-two 
‘illings, plus the sliding scale addition, 
with a probable rise to forty-three 
on October 1st. i 


NORTHERN IRELAND 


In Belfast yesterday a conference was 
held between representatives of the 
National Union of Railwaymen and the 
Northern Ireland railway managers for 
the purpose of securing a restoration of 
the cuts as applied to shopmen in 
Northern Ireland.

Mr. J. Graham Findlay, an antique 
dealer, who was at work at one of the 
benches in a shop opposite to the scene 
of the shooting, told a reporter how he 
heard the sound of firing. “ At first,” he 
said, ‘‘I thought it was a motor car back 
firing. Then, as the shots rang out 
repeatedly. I feared that something 
serious had happened Looking out of the 
window I saw a girl huddled up against 
the railings at the entrance to the tene 
ment. Then I saw a man a few paces 
away. He was in a crouched up position 
against an electric standard with a police 
man standing beside him. I think it must 
have been the taxi-driver who had gone 
to the assistance of the other victims and 
had been shot himself. I estimate that 
in all about 9 to 12 shots were fired.” .

HE one woman who is taking part 
in the air race for the King’s 
Cup this year is an Irishwoman, 
Miss L. Dillon, who scored a success 
in the Oasis Rally earlier in the year. 
Her co-pilot in the race will be Cap- 
tain Neville Stack, and their “plane 
is a Percival Vega Gull, a high-speed 
monoplane, similar to that: which 
won the race last year when piloted 
by Mr. Charles Gardner. 

The race, which is divided into two 
classes—those up to 150 b.h.p. and those 
over that horse-power—will be contested 
on September 10 and 11 next. On the 
first day the eliminating contest will begin 
at Hatfield, and will follow a course 
through Cambridge, Skegness, York, Scar- 
borough, Whitby, Newcastle, Edinburgh, 
Aberdeen, Glasgow, Portpatrick and New- 
townards to Dublin. 

The Irish Aero Club and the Free State 
Army Air Corps are co-operating with the 
Royal Aero Club’s representative, Mr. 
Alan Goodfellow, at Dublin, The Army 
Air Corps personnel, under Major P. 
Mulcahy, O.C., will take charge of the 
machines as soon as they ele at Bal- 
donnel Aerodrome and will guard them 
overnight. while their crews will be enter- 
tained by the Irish Aero Club. 

The first 'plane should arrive at Bal- 
donnel at about 4 p.m. on September 10. 
and the rest should have arrived within 
another three hours. 
day the leading two-thirds in each class 
will start on the final contest on handicap, 
the “ limit man ” taking off at 11 a.m., 
and the lest at about 1 p.m. 

The return route to Hatfield will he 
through Newtownards, Portpatrick, Car- 
lisle. St. Bee’s Head, Blackpool, Stoke-on- 
Trent, Leicester and Cardiff. Compulsory 
stops of thirty minutes each will be made 
at Newtownards and Blackpool, and one of 
45 minutes will be made at Cardiff. 
Captain Stack and Miss Dillon, the two 
Irish entrants, are natives of” County 
Kerry and are personal friends. Captain 
Stack has taken part in a number of high- 
speed flights across Europe, and. is. one of 
the finest pilots of the present day. After 
Miss Dillon’s success in the Oasis Rally 
he flew with her to Ireland. 

One of the most interesting machines in 
the King’s Cup Air Race this year is the 
“ T.K.4,” a low-wing racing monoplane, 
designed and built by students of the de 
Havilland technical school. This is the 
fourth machine designed and built by 
these young men. It is powered with a 
140. horse-power Gipsy Major engine; is 
believed to have a speed of something 
over 200 miles per hour, and should fly 
very well. It has been entered by Lord 
Wakefield, who has presented the £2,000 
prize-money for the race. The King’s 
Cup is, of course, presented by His 
Majesty. The race was instituted in 1922. 
This is the first oceasion on which 
Dublin has been included in the course.

7 w stamp. out share-pushing and share-hawking the British 
Government Departmental Committee on Share-pushing, in 
their report issued yesterday, state that after an appointed date

registered or exempt from registration. 
Stock Exchanges should be exempt. 


Applications for registration should be supported by references 
and £500 sureties for a certain period, but the latter provision 
should not apply to businesses in existence in the same hands for

Other recommendations made by the Committee provide for 
the removal of persons from the register on conviction for certain 
offences; for the issuing of search warrants on application by the 
Director of Public Prosecutions or a Chief Constable ; for the pro- 
hibition of the issue of certain circulars and advertisements by 
persons who are not registered or exempt from registration, and for 
the keeping secret of the names, addresses and occupations of wit- 


The elaborate arrangements made by 
share-pushers and share-hawkers to delude 
their victims are described. 

These include an office near the Stock 
Exchange and a company with an attrac- 
tive name, bearing the description of 
“ stockbrokers,’’ or “ stock and share 
dealers.’’ 

Premises fitted up with telephone 
boxes for long-distance calls, and clever 
and plausible touts, who received about a 
quarter of what the victim parted — 

Describing the persistent persuasion$ of 
these touts, a witness told the committee 
that they “ fairly hypnotised ' the victim 
into parting with his property. 

The committee, over whom Sir Archibald 
Bodkin presided, point out that while 
clergymen, widows and spinsters were, 
perhaps, more frequently victimised than 


other members of the public, they foynd 
that the victims of fraudulent share 
vendors were not always limited to those 
who might be regarded as inexperienced 
in financial matters. The “ desire to get 
rich quickly ” played an important part 
in the success of these touts. 


TO MEET THE PROBLEM 


‘'o meet the problem the committee 
recommended the registration of all 
dealers in stocks and shares, apart 
from members of existing Stock Ex- 
changes ; 

The issuing of search warrants on 
the application of the Director of 
Public Prosecutions,’ or a chief con- 
stable in suspected cases of fraud ; 

Certain circulars and advertisements 


not issued by exempt persons or 
registered dealers should be pro. 
hibited ; 


Circulars or advertisements from 
abroad should be deemed contraband ; 

The names, addresses and occupa. 
tions of witnesses complaining of 
having been defrauded in connection 
with dealings in stocks and shares 
should, subject to the approval of the 
Court, not be published. 3 


ENFORCEMENT OF THE LAW

Among other safeguards regarding regis- 
tration is the provision of sureties aggre- 
gating £5U0 for a certain period, with the 
exception of business which has been in 
the same hands for at least three years 
before registration. 

The Committee ask that the penalties 
for the offence of conspiracy to defraud 
should be materially increased. 

Referring to the efforts made from time 
to time to warn the public generally 
against seductive invitations to purchase 
shares, the Committee state: 

“ We believe that Sir Thomas Inskip s 
broadcast in April, 1935, should have heen 
‘taken to heart’ much more generally 
than recent disclosures in criminal courts 
indicate. Similar broadcast warnings 
might usefully be repeated. The wide 
publicity which the Press has persistently 
given to the subject should have excellent 
results. ’’ 

PRESS WARNINGS 

The Committee state: 

“ We have mentioned the part—and a 
very commendable part—which has been 
filled by the Press generally in warning 
members of the public against the wiles of 
share pushers. 

““In the newspaper world there is a 
branch which exists to deal specially 
with financial matters, and naturally 
journals and periodicals which deal with 
such subjects have been prominent in 
their efforts in this direction, not only by 
well-informed comments in their columns, 
but also in inviting investors to seek their 
advice on the propriety or otherwise of 
particular investments.” 

They express the opinion that £5,000,000 
annually, suggested by one witness as 
victims’ losses, was an over-estimate, but 
state, “in the notorious frauds carried 
out between September, 1928, and Decem- 
ber, 1930, by Jacob Factor and his 
associates, the amount obtained was over 
£1,150,000.”’

ITH the exception of the Aragon 

and Teruel fronts, where fight- 

ing still continues, with the Govern- 
ment harrassing the insurgents by 
land and air, the quiet which has 
reigned since the cessation of the 
Madrid fighting of three weeks ago 
was maintained yesterday. says a 
Reuter Madrid telegram. .

The warship replied with a strong 
fire from its batteries, and shortly 
afterwards a Government fighting 
‘plane took from shore and rushed to 
the assistance of the boat. 

It is claimed that the insurgent ’plane 
made off at a great speed in the direction 
of Majorca (Balearic Islands). 


FOXHOUND’S ESCAPE 


During the engagement between a 
Spanish Government destroyer and two 
armed insurgent vessels off the Spanish 
coast near St. Jean de Luz yesterday three 
shells fell near H.M. destroyer Foxhound, 
which was cruising in the vicinity, the 
Press Association learned in London last 
night. 

The Spanish Government destroyer 
Cisca fired upon the insurgent minelayer 
Jupiter and the armed insurgent 
merchant ship Ciudad de Palma returned 
the Cisca’s fire. 

The Jupiter also fired upon the Govern. 
ment vessel, 

As the Foxhound and the Cisca are of 
similar type it is thoug™t that the shots 
were fired at the Foxhound in mistake.

The pe says: “There is still a large 
number of other correspondents, including 
Anglo-Saxons, who regard their journalistic 
activities as the more successful the 
further they get from really true re- 
porting, and whose work does not only 
consist in supplying distorted reports, but 
also includes permanent interference in 
internal German affairs.’ 


“IF THEY ONLY KNEW ” 


After declaring, though without citing 
instances, that foreign correspondents in 
Berlin have edited and distributed 
pamphlets for opposition groups in Ger- 
many, the paper daikly hints: ‘‘If some 
of these people knew how much we know 
about them they would probably volun- 
tarily take the next train out of the 
country whose hospitality they have so 
abused.’’ 


FOREIGNERS’ PROTEST

CARGO BOAT ARRESTED 


On a warrant signed by the Lord 
Chancellor, a Spanish cargo boat, owned 
by a Bilbao company, the Banderas, is 
under arrest at the port of Preston. 

This development, it is stated, followed 
a communication between the owners of the 
boat: and the British Admiralty. 
Apparently General Franco’s Government 
have laid claim to the vessel, which 
berthed at Preston last week-end with a 
cargo of 2,000 tons of timber from Russia. 
The owners dispute this claim, and the 
matter may be decided in the Law Courts. 

A Customs officer has been placed on 
board, where he will remain day and night 
until a decision on the ship’s future has 
been reached. In the meantime the cargo 
is being unloaded. 

On board are two refugees from Bilbao 
the wife and young child of the first mate, 
who, leaving Bilbao before it fell into 
insurgent hands, came to England, and 
eventually reached Preston to join the 
Banderas. 

The captain, Don Ato Maroto, refused 
to discuss his plans.

OBITUARY 


SIR MICHAEL KEANE, K.C.S.I. 


The death has occurred in London, after 
three weeks’ illness, of Sir Michael Keane, 
K.C.8.1., C.I.E., L.C.8., at the age of sixty- 
three years. Sir Michael Keane was a member 
of a aistinguished Irish family residing near 
Listowel, and he had a remarkably varied 
and successful career in the Civil Service in 
India, finally becoming Governor of Assam 
in 1932, when he had the honour of K.C.8.1. 
conferred on him. He retained this post 
until his retirement in the spring of the 
present year. Educated at Clongowes Wood 
College and at University College, Dublin, he 
took a very successful course im classics, and 
he entered the Indian Civil Service in 1898. 
For two years—from 1906 to 1908—he was 
Under-Secretary to the Government of India, 
and he was Settlement Officer in Rajputana 


the Government in 1917, and was Chief Secre- 
tary from 1919 to 1921, when he was a 
President of the Legislative Council of the 
United Provinces. e fulfilled the duties of 
this post up to 1925, and he sat on the Public 
Services Commission in 1928. He was also 
a member of the Board of Revenue, United 
Provinces, in 1930, before he became Governor 
of Assam, with residence at Government 
House, Shitlong House, Assam. He was a 
member of the East India United Service 
Club, and his English residence was at Manor 
House, Salthouse, Norfolk. 

Sir Michael was a brother of the Rev. John 
i Keane, 8.J., Gardiner street, Dublin, and was 

edeceased by two other brothers—the 
Bishop of Sacramente and the late Rev. 
Father William Keane, P.P., Killorglin, Co. 
Kerry. 


MR. JOHN HODGE 


Mr. John Hodge, who died on Tuesday at 
his home at Bexhill-on-Sea, aged eighty-two, 
was the first British Minister of Labour. 
Born at Muirkirk, Ayrshire, he worked, as 
a boy of ten in a Glasgow boot shop, his 
wages being four shillings a week. ‘Thence 
he moved to a steel manufactory, where he 
served his apprenticeship as a smelter and 
worked twelve hours a day. “In spite of his 
long hours, however, he found time to pro- 
mote trade unionism among the workers— 
was, in fact, a pioneer in the trade union 
movement in the iron and steel industry.

SIGNIFICANCE OF SICILY'S 
POSITION

Dr. Virginio Gayda, in last night's 
Giornale d'ltalia, has a significant article 
on oe and the Mediterranean, says a 
Reuter Rome telegram. 

Referring to the speech which Signor 
Mussolini is expected to deliver in Palermo 
on August 19, Dr. Gayda says: ‘* De- 
livered in Sicily, a populous and rich 
Italian territory, prominently planted in 
the centre of the Mediterranean, Signor 
Mussolini’s words will gain an immediate 
European significance, owing to the place 
where they will be delivered. 

“Tf Sicily is so important in the Euro- 
pean system, and has reflexes on all 
adjoining naval Powers in that sea, the 
reason springs from geography, and the 
strong and alert civilian people. It is 
natural that Sicily increases in power and 
importance in measure with the rise in 

wer of Imperial Italy.”’ 

The article is not polemical in tone, 
and recognises that this trip of Signor 
Mussolini to Sicily has not caused the 
rumours of aggressive intention which 
arose during the Duce’s voyage to Libya. 

The writer, who usually interprets the 
ideas of the Italian Government, would 
seem to say that Italy’s intentions are. 
pacific, and that she desires the collabora. 
tion of other Mediterranean Powers, but 
that the strategic position of Sicily is a 
highly important one... “ Italian forces 
in the Mediterranean become for Italy's 
friends a precious element of collabora 


tion.”

Mr. O'Meara was unaccompanied, He had 
travelled to Southampton from Waterloo in 
the boat train yesterday.

OF AMERICA 
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AID* ROM IRELAND 
REMEMBERED

PHILADELPHIA'S GIFT 
TO MR. DE VALERA

T Government Buildings yester- 
day a facsimile of the American 
Declaration of Independence and of 
the Constitution of the United States, 
mounted on a bronze standard, was 
presented to President de Valera. 
The presentation was made by Mr. 
Michael Francis Doyle, on behalf of 
Mr. Davis Wilson, Mayor of Phila- 
delphia. 

Mr. Doyle said that in making the 
presentation he, did not think he could 
use any words more appropriate than those 
in the letter which the Mayor of Phila- 
delphia had sent to the President, and a 
copy of which he had received from the 
Mayor. 


INDEBTED TO IRELAND 


The letter was as follows: 

‘Dean Presipent DE Vatera,—The 
present year marks the hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the adoption of the 
Federal Constitution, whereby the United 
States of America became a nation. The 
President and the Congress of the United 
States have arranged for a proper celebra- 
tion throughout the nation. 

‘‘ Our country is greatly indebted to the 
Irish people for the outstanding part 
which they took in the establishment of 
our independence and for the great part 
they are forever taking in the growth and 
development of our nation. 

“The City of Philadelphia, where the 
Convention was held, is celebrating this 
historic occasion with adequate ceremonies 
culminating on September 17th next. 
The ties which bind the people of Phila- 
delphia to the people of Ireland are par- 
ticularly close. William Penn brought 
with him a group of Irish Quakers, who 
founded this Commonwealth. The plan 
for the City of Philadelphia was made by 
an Irishman. The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence adopted in this city is in the 
hand of Charles Thompson, an I[rishman, 
and some of the signers, as well as of the 
Constitution itself, were born in Ireland. 

“ As a token—and, indeed, a very small 
token—of these invaluable services I 
should like to have the privilege of pre 
senting to you an exact replica of the 
Declaration of Independence and of the 
Constitution on a bronze standard, which, 
I trust, you will do me the honour to 
accept as a men.ento from our city as part 
of our celebration. 

‘“ I have appointed Hon, Michael 
Francis Doyle, a distinguished lawyer of 
our city, to make this presentation. Mr. 
Doyle will arrive in Dublin on August órd, 
and it is my hope that you will designate 
a time during that week which will be 
agreeable to you to accept the same. 

“ May memories be renewed: by this 
expression of this continuing friendship 
which binds the people of your country 
so closely to ours. 

“ We shall also look forward to the 
time when you may be able to visit Phila- 
delphia again and trust we may have the 

rivilege of welcoming you in the city o! 
sat á love as well as the birthplace of 
the independence of our nation.

In réply, Mr. de Valera said :—“ Mr. 
Doyle, I am very grateful to the Mayor ol 
Philadelphia for his kind remembrance ol 
us in the present celebrations. It is 4 
matter of pride for us that Irishmen were 
so prominently associated with your city, 
with the daclanehien of American inde- 
pendence. with the military efforts to 
establish it, and with that noble charter 
on which now for 150 years that inde- 
pendence has been based. We pray that 
the American people may continue under 
it to have that freedom and happiness 
which they have now so long enjoyed. As 
you are aware, our people also have within 
the past couple of months given to them- 
selves a new national Constitution. I 
think it a happy augury that this Con- 
stitution should Ses been adopted at the 
time when you are celebrating the 150th 
anniversary of the adoption in your 
country of the great prototype of all 
modern Constitutions. The gift whieh 
your Mayor has so kindly given us will 
be a lasting reminder of how constant an 
aid to securing the well-being of a people 
can be their fundamental law when it is 
loyally accepted by all the citizens and 
willingly obeyed. I wish you to take back 
to your Mayor and to your fellow-citizens 
of Philadelphia our appreciation of their 
gift and our good wishes for the welfare 
of their city and their nation.”

ANNUAL EXPENDITURE 


Very large sums are spent every year iy 
the public authorities in different count 
on road maintenance and construction 
tne United States, with some three mi! 
miles of roads, expenditure by the St 
highwav departments alone in 1955 amou: 
to $713,066,000. In Great Britain, w 
total road mileage of 177,822 miles, the t 
gross expenditure in the year ended Ma: 
1935, was £61,125,000. During the s 
period Germany, with 168,957 miles «f 
road, spent RM740,000,000, while Italy sp 
425 million Jire on her great national 1 
alone, representing 13,000 miles out of a ¢ 
of 105,819 miles 

France, which has the greatest road mileage 
per square mile in the world (120 km. oi 
road per 100 sq. km.) spent 5,500,000.000 : 
on her 392,147 miles of road in 1951 
latest year for which estimates of the «x- 
penditure of the communes are availab|: 

These and other illuminating facts 
brought together for the first time by t 
International Chamber of Commerce 
volume just published under the title of 
“ Highway Administration and Finance 
Fifteen Countries.’*. As this publication 
clearly shows, there is at the present time a 
definite tendency towards centralisation in 
highway administration. Only a central 
authority can take the necessary measures for 
the unification of the methods of construction 
and can carry out a general road policy. The 
roblem of highway finance has, of course, to 
e tackled differently according to the de- 
velopment. reached im each country. Where 
motor traffic has already reached consider- 
able proportions and a reorganisation of the 
existing road system is necessary, the traffic 
contributes to the cost of the reorganisation. 
The problem that then arises is to distribute 
the costs equitably among the various bene- 
ficiaries of the road. 


WHO PAYS? 


The majority of countries have adopted the 
principle of making the users of the road pay 
for the cost of road maintenance.. In. some 
cases taxes have been imposed both on fuel 
and on vehicles; in others only a tax on fuel 
is maintained, Sometimes the receipts from 
these sources are imsufficiehf “to cover road 
costs, and in that case the State covers the 
deficit, either by way of loans or subsidies of 
various kinds. 

But in certain countries, particularly in 
France and Great Britain, the revenue derived 
from special taxes paid by road users has in 
recent years been in excess of the sums spent 
on road maintenance. Up to 1937 this was 
also the case in the Netherlands, but since 
this year the amount spent on roads has been 
greatly increased. In France automobile 
traffic pays principally through taxes on fucl, 
with the result that France is one of the 
countries where gasoline is most expensive. 
In Germany, one the other hand, a tax is 
imposed on vehicles (except. on those recis-. 
tered since 1933), while fuel only pays im- 
port duties, although these latter are high. 

_ In the United States until 1920 highway 
improvement was supported almost entirely 
with funds derived from the taxation of 
property, but by 1930 these had become a 
minor source of State highway tevenue, and 
imposts on highway users constituted the 
principal source of funds for main highways, 
the most important being motor fuel taxes 


and motor vehicle registration fees, Up to / 


this year in Great Britain taxes levied on 
motor vehicles were allocated to the Road 
Fund, which enjoyed a certain autonomy in 
the national budget, but in future this fund 
will be subject to an annual vote in Parlia- 
ment, and thus loses some of its independence.

Conservators of Fisheries Board, which met at 
the offices, 110 Grafton street, Dublin, yester- 
day. ” 
The letter, which was in reply to a reguest 
from the Board asking Lord Revelstoke to 
diminish the number of grey seals at Lambay 
Island on account of the damage done to the 
Ringsend fisheries, stated that the grey seals 
had been breeding and had been protected 
at Lambay for the last forty years, and the 
total number had not increased to any great 
extent. He suggested that the grey seals 
should have their consideration as well as 
the salmon, although the former might not be 
classified as game in the true sense of the 
word. Surely a small colony of seals, which 
in itself was exceedingly rare along the Irish 
coast, should deserve greater consideration in 
their protection than the salmon at the mouth 
of the Liffey, which, perhaps, might not be 
disturbed by the Lambay seals. Many 
naturalists agreed that the common seal 
created the havoc with the fishing nets, and 
that the grey seal did not venture very far 
from its natural home. 
In another letter Lord Revelstoke quoted 
Mr. Seton Gordon, the famous naturalist, as 
saying that the Lambay seals were not the 
culprits, as the small colony was to be seen 
daily around their customary rocks in un 
varying numbers. 
It was decided to write again to Lord 
Revelstoke requesting him to decrease the 
number of seals, making certain to eliminate 
any. common seals. | é 
Mr. McNamara, head water bailiff, in a 
report, stated that between 2 and ó p.m. on 
Sunday, August 1, when examining the fish 
pass at Salmon Leap, he had found about 
twenty yards of fencing wire made fst to 
the pass and tied to large pieces of wood in 
such a way that it would be difficult for 
salmon to pass through the pass, After con- 
siderable difficulty they had removed the 
obstruction.
